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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: On pages 9-10, of applicant's response, applicant 
argues that Banker does not teach or suggest "a mask to mask portion of a digitally compressed video". 

In response to applicant's arguments against the references individually, one cannot show nonobviousness by attacking references 
individually where the rejections are based on combinations of references. See In re Keller, 642 F.2d 413, 208 USPQ 871 (CCPA 1981); 
In re Merck & Co., 800 F.2d 1091, 231 USPQ 375 (Fed. Cir. 1986). 

In this case, Banker clearly, discloses a mask to overlay (background) to overlay the video (column 12, line 62-column 13, line 12). 
Further, as admitted by applicant, Remillard clearly discloses overlaying a menu over a "portion" of the video display (column 5, lines 55- 
61). Thus, applicant's arguments are not persuasive, as the combined portions of Banker and Remillard clearly disclose a mask to overlay 
portions of the video display. 

In response to applicant's arguments on pages 10-11, of applicant's response, it is noted that Kassatly discloses wherein the plurality 
of video signals are received, demultiplexed and stored (column 2, lines 46-59). Kassatly further discloses wherein the selected channel 
is processed and display (column 2, lines 46-59). 

Saeger discloses a system wherein a plurality of channels are selected for display, thus allowing a PIP menu with multiple channels 
available for viewing simultaneously (see Figs. 1(d)-(i)). Kassatly doesn't teach away from Saeger, as applicant suggests, as Kassatly 
discloses wherein selected channels are displayed. Saeger discloses the possibility of selecting multiple channels for simultaneous 
display. Thus, applicant's arguments are not persuasive. 

In regards to applicant's arguments on pages 12-15, see above. 
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
